Jemison’s Sidney Chandler 
scored in the third quarter and was soon followed by Jim Parker who crossed the line 
paving the way for Joe Brasher’s PAT.

The next game found the Red Devils of Verbena dampening Montevallo’s Home- 
coming festivities by defeating the Bulldog 21-6.
